Procession to
be formed at the Exchange Hotel at 10
o'elock AL M., in charge of the marshals—
General 1, Lindsay Walker chief.

THE JAMES-RIVER ROAD.

The Scheme Assuming a Tanglble
Form.

MEETING OF THE BOAEDOF PUBLIC INTER-
ESTS LAST NIGHMT—A TPROPOSITION TO
AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE JAMES-
RIVER COMPANY—RICHMOND'S INTER-
EST—THE LEGISLATION TO BE APPLIED
FOR AT ONCE—A BRIEF OUTLINE OF THE
BILL—A SURVEY OF THE LINE TO BE

GRANTED, &c., &c. o

A mecting of the Board of Public In-
terests was held in the Council chamber
vesterday afternoon at 6 o’clock. I'rescut:
Messrs. Christian (president), Stearns, Tal-
bott, Skinker, Crenshaw, Courtney, Pal-
mer, and, by invitation, Messrs. W, E.
Cutshaw and H. D. Whitcomb, engineers.

A communication from Mr. James Lyons
(the same as presented to the mecting of
citizens at Exchange IMotel in the interest
of the canal) was laid before the meeting by
the Chair and read by Secretary August,

. A communication was also received from
Mr. H. D. Whitcomb on the subject of lock-
and dam-navigation,

Mr. Lyon’s letter was, on motion of Mr.
Straus, received and laid on the tables”

When the Board adjourned on Wednes-
day last it bad under consideration the res-
olutions of Major Courtney favoring the
construction of the James-River Valley
road and the subscription on the part of the
city of 82,000,000 to build said road. The
resolutions were again read.

MRt STRAUS’S PROPOSITION.

Mr. Straus presented to the Doard the
following as a substitute for Mr. Courtney’s
resolutions, which were read:

1. Resolved, As the opinion of the Board
of Public Interests, that it is inexpedient to
appropriate at this time the sum of $2,000,-
000 for the construction of a railroad from
Richmond to DBuchawan by way of Lynch-
burg.

9, Resolved, That it is desirable, in the
opinion of the Board, that such a railroad
should be built as soon as practicable.

3. Resolved, That whenever a charter
shall have been granted by the General As-
sembly for the construction of suech rail-
road, and a company organized, the City
Council should proceed. in the mode pre-
seribed by tbe charter of the city of Rich-
mond, to agcertain the sense of the citizens
of Richmond upon the question of a sub-
seription therefor of sueh sum ss shail seem
reasonable and requisite in 2id of the con-
struction of such railroad.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR THE WHOLE.

Mr. Christian (Mr. Palmer being in the
cbair) addressed the Board and presented
the following resolutions as a substitute for
the whole:

The Board of T’ublie Interests of the city
of Richmond, having duly considered the
preamble and resolutions adopted and re-
ferred to it by the Common Council on the
3d December, 1877, in relation to the James
River and Kapawha canal and a railroad
along tbe line of the James-River valley,
and also the resolutions of the Board of
Aldermen adopted cn the 17th Dgcember,
1877, relating to the same subjeet, and hav-
ing obtained from the president of the
James River and Kanawha Compauy, the
Engzineer of the James-River improvement,
and the Citv Engineer (as directed by the
resolutions of the Commen Council), such
information as they could furnish on the
said subjects at this time, beg leave to sub-
mit for the consideration of the Council the
following recommendations and report—
viz.:

1. That in the opinion of this Board it is
most desirable to bave a railroad running
aleng the line of the James-River valley
from Richmond to Clifton Forge, and as
soon as practicable; that the canal along
that portion of the line of said valley from
Richmond to Buehanan hag shown itself to
be inadequate, unreliable, and undesirable
as a permauent means of transportation,
totally unself-sustaining, and should Dbe
abandoned as soon as a railway can be sub-
stituted therefor.

2. That we recommend to the Council the
adoption of a resolution requesting our rep-
resentatives in the Legislature to eotiperate
with the representatives ol the people of the
cities and counties along the line of said val-
ley, the James River and Kanawba Com-
pany, and such others as may be interested
therein, for the purpose of obtaining such
legislation to build a railroad from Rich-
mond to Cliiton Forge, along the tow-path
of the James River and Kanawha canal, or
adincent thereto, and as far as practicable on
the property of said Jumes River and Ka-
nawha Company, and on the best terms pos-
sible for the interests and the protection of
this ecity.

3. That as soon as said legislation is ob-
tained (if granted upon terms acceptable to
the Couneil of the city), that then this Board
rceommends that said Counecil shall at once
appropriate a sum not exceeding $5,000, or so
much thereof as is necessary to be expended
in making a proper survey for the best route
for said road-bed; and that said survey be
ordered to be made by the Council as soon
as the charter to said railroad is obtained.

4. That in the event that said charter for
the railroad is granted on terms acceptable
to the City Council, that then we recom-
mend to the Council to submit to the quali-
fied voters of the city, under the provisions of
section 67 of the city charter, at the general
clection in May, 1878, the question of making
such subsecription to said railroad as the
Council sball deem pecessary and proper
for the city to make, after having the sur-
vey of the route and a proper estimate of
the construction of said road made, and to
have such an amendment made to said 67th
section of the city charter as will validate
suel: subseription in case the sume is elected
to be made by the people.

MIt. CHRISTIAN'S VIEWS,

Mr. Christian gave in detail his reasons
for oflering the substitute, and said be had
given the subject the most careful and se-
rious consideration, He said that the in-
terests of the eity required that such a road
be built; that the canal did not aflord the
proper facilities to the people along the
line of the canal for bringing their produce
to market, but be did not believe it would
be expedient for the city of Richmond to
expend $2,000,000 before we had gotten all
the light on the subject. He objected to
the resolutions presented to the Board of
Aldermen because they set out by saying
that the canal had been subject to frequent
washes, and therefore could not be relied on
on account of the liability of its banks to
be destroyed by floods; while in the next
resolution it is declared that a railroad
ghould be built -on the tow-path. He also
spoke of the benefit that would result from
having the canal repaired, in the building
of the road, and the vast importance of
having a survey of the line made in order
to ascertain tbe cost of theroad. Hethought
the Board of Aldermen had acted bastily in
adopting its resolution bofore it had all the
dala.

OTHER SPEAKERS,

Mr. Stearns said that if bis friend Mr.
Christian would alter the $50,000 named in
the resolution he would vote for it, al-
thought it savored of delay.

Mr. Straus said that he ugreed with what
Mr. Christian had said; that his resolutions
were similar to Mr. Christian’s except as to
tiie 50,000, It was bis opinion that n lib-
eral sum should be subscribed, but that if
$2,000,000 was asked for it would be de-
feated by a large majority. He waid he
would accept Mr. Christian’s resolution if
he would strike out the £50,000 clause.

Mr. Talbott said that if any amount was
put in the resolution it should not be more
than $25,000. '

Mr. Whitcomb, being asked, said he did
not think a survey would cost over $5,000.

Mr. Christiun amended his resoiution, and
inserted 85,000 for a survey instead of the

£50,000 on the part of the city to repair the

canal, as the clause stood in his resolution
when he first read it.
THOE PROPOSED BILY.

Judge Meredith, being invited, addressed
the Board in reference to the'bill the com-
mittee of the James River and Kanawha
Company were asked to propose as to
the charter they should ask the Legis-
lature for. The committee bad agreed that
it would be expedient not to form a new
company, but to amend the charter of the
James River and Kanawha Company so as to

in licu of the canal. The idea was thatthe

MADE AS SOON AS TIE CHARTER IS{company should issue its bonds for twoand

and a hall million of dollars and mortgage
its whole line for that amount. Then the
city of Richmond could subseribe half a
million and the eity of Lynehburg a quar-
ter of a million, and with these amounts
the road could be given such an impetus
that the bonds of the company would be
readily sold. The contribution on the part
of the James River and Kanwha Company
of the road-bed and the money from'the
the cities of Richmond and Lynchburg
would establish the scheme beyond a per-
adventure. He thought the establjshment
of anew company would be the wildest
scheme imaginable.

He next spoke of the early sale of the
Chesapeake and Obio railroad and the prob-
ability of its early extension west to the
great marts of the world; and when the
road is once more on its feet, if the canal
was sold that company would be a bidder
for it and probably buy it. The idea that
we could buy the canal at a small figure was
a great fallacy. Now is the golden oppor-
tunity, said be, to get a great stem—a great
railroad to Clifton Forge. Let us get the
charter for the railroad, if possible, on terms
acceptable to Lynehburg and Richmond;
then a survey can be made, and when that
is done it will be time enough to say how
much Richmond shall subscribe. He was
opposed to putting any sun in the charter.
THE STRENGTH OF MR. TODD’S PROPOSITION,

Mr. Stearns said the strength of Mr.,

Toidd’s proposition is that it gives absoluie
control of the money Richmond loans., The
$2,000,000 will ensure a perpetual control
of the work., Richmond is to have five di-
rectors, the State three, and private stock-
boiders one. The last four will always be
copservative. We put up the money; we
make a dead work live, and we should have
the benefit ot it. When it is ascertained
that Richmond is determined to build the
road it will improve our credit, because
moncy-lenders will see that it i3 to make us
rich. Let us bave onc Richmond road. He
thought Judge Meredith’s plan ruinous, be-
cause it was best to give enough money to
do the work. We will perpetuate the ca-
nal, and make it worth millions tc the State
and city.
In a few years we will be able to havea
double track to the James-River road. 1f
Lynchburg wants to go in give her a repre-
sentation proportionate to her subseription,
He regarded Mr, Todd’s scheme as broad,
equitable, and honest.

Mr. Talbott asked the engineers if the
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad coneluded to
build astraight shoot to Charlottesville, thus
giving a line seventy miles shorter to Clif-
ton Forge than the proposed Jumes-River
line, what effect would that have on the lat-
ter scheme. e then proceeded, without
waiting a reply, to state that that would in
the case of mail-trains give the Chesapeake
and Ohio two hours advantage. He be-
lieved the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad
would build the short line.

WHEN LOW GRADES ARE PROFITABLE,

Mr. Whitcomb, in response, said that
low grades are profitable in cases of large
tonnage. If the Chesapeake and Ohio
should make the short Ime it would reduce
the distance between Richmond and Clifton
Forge to 167 miles—by the tow-path the
road would be 230. The grade does not
affect passenger trains. The James-River
route is desirable for freight. The time
will come when the Chesapeake and Ohio
railroad, in competing with other great
roads, will find it to its advantage to build
this road.  The canal will be very uzeful in
transporting cross-ties and other material
for the road.

In reply to Mr. Skinker, he said he
thought in this way the full benefit of the
$50,000 would be reaped.

Mr. Talbott said he understood the dam-
age to the upper end of the canal amounted
to $150,000.

COLONEL PALMER’S VIEWS,

Colonel Palmer said unless we intend to
recommend the giving of money to the
railroad we are wasting time. Hespoke in
favor of the charter which the canal com-
pany had mapped out through its commit-
tee, but said that it would be highly desira-
ble for Richmond to control the road. He
thonght the opportunily had now pre-
sented itself for the construction of a road
of wvast interest to Richmond, and
thought the opportumty ought not to he
thrown away.

Major Courtney agreed with all that Col-
onel Palmer had said. e thought the road
ouglt to be built. and that quickly; and if
the canal was to be repaired it ought to be
done simply as auxiliary to building the
road. *

The vote was then taken on Mr. Chris-
tian’s substitute seriatim, aund the reselu-
tions adopted unanimously—ayes, 93 noes,
none. .

Adjourned at 9:30 . AL

TWENTY-FOURTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE LEIGH-
STREET DAPTIST CHCRCH SCHOOT.—INTEREST-
ING CEREMOXIEE—ANNUAL BREPORTS—ELEC-
TION OF OFFICERS, £C., £C.

A short'time since efforis were success-
fully made to refit the room used by the
Leizh-Street Baptist chureh Sunday school,
and now there is scarcely to be founda
neater or more tasty place ef worship in the
city. 'The painting and graining was ex-
ecuted in handsome manner vy Mr. D. E.
Montgomery ; the benches- are of excellent
design, and were made by Messrs, John &
George Gibson ; the blinds were the work-

and 4 scholars; collections, $338.32. The
largest number of scholars in attendance
was on December 23d—486. The smallest
was 222, Largest monthly average in 1877
was 462.
The following officers and teachers have
been present every Sunday during the yeur:
A. B. Clarke, R.T. Butler, T. L. Angus,
W. J. E. Cox. Seven were absent only one
Sunday, and live two Sundays.

Twenty-two of the seholars have been
present every Sunday during the year. Miss
LEliza Pitt has not missed « Sunday for eight
yvears, Daniel Weisiger for four years, while
Joseph Thacker has been absent only four
times in cight years.

The treasurer’s (Mr. E. 8 Turpin) re-
port shows the receipts (including balance
on hand in 1876 of #119.19) were 2389.77;
the expenditures were 2315.56—leaving a
balance in the treasury of 874.21.

The superintendent (Mr. Miles Turpin)
then addressed the school in a very happy
manner. Ie alluded most feellngly to the
losses by death during the past year, paying
a deserved and appropriate tribute to seves
ral of them, and carnestly appealed to bis
hearcrs to follow the bright examples set
them. 1Ie concluded his briel remarks by
reading a touching incident showing the
evils of inlemperanee, and elosed by giving
some facts on the same subject which came
to his own knowledge in tlus city.

Mr, William H. Williams followed Mu.
Turpin in a few plessant remarks to the
hoys, and cordially endorsed and enforced
the remarks of the previous speaker. He
related an amusing incident that he wit-
nessed the day before, which was calenlated
to impress upon the minds of his bearers
the utmost abstinence from strong drink.
In concluding he took occasion to compli-
ment Mr. Turpin for the faithful mannerin
which he had performed all the Christian
work which he had been called upon to do,
and urged his life as one worthy to follow.

The Superintendent; acting in the capaei-
